— “His Lxeellenoy the Governor 
General has been pleased, on Ihe advice of his Ministers 
to award the Indian Police Medal for gallantry to the 
undermentioned officers of the United Provinces Police. 

I. Name of the Officer and Bank . — ,Thakur Sheo Naraiu 
Singh, Sub-Inspector of Police, No. 2708, Oivii Police, 
Kanpur. 

Statement of services for which the decoration ha» been 
awarded. — Sub- Inspector Sheo Narain Singh was deputed 
by the District Magistrate, Kanpur, on 29th August 1948 
ut 08.00 hrs. to collect all the available boots and proeecl 
to village Singhpur via llithoor lor evacuating people of 
the flooded villages on the way. Due to strong current 
Ids boat was swept away to the other bunk where he 
noticed a hamlet under water, of which the inhabitants 
had been completely cut off and were in a miserable plight. 
Ho took his boat to this hamlet and got all the people 
in it and then proceeded towards village Dabanli, P. 0. 
Fatohpur Chaurasi, District Unnao, for getting the boat 
repaired. There he was informed that about 50 villages 
of the Unnao District were in dangor of being completely 
submerged. After getting the boat repaired, ho proceeded 
to these villages, although the current was very strong, 
and worked like a Trojan for 8 nights and 2 days con- 
tinuously. He -was thus able to evacuato some 7u0 
persons. Ju doing so, tho Sub-Inspector displayed com- 
mendable devotion to duty and gallantry of a very in^li 
order. 

H. Name of the Officer and Bank . — Hari Ram, Head 
Constable, No. 481, Civil Police, District Banarus. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has inn ;w 

awarded On July 28, 1948 at about 20.30 hrs. one Rum 

Singh s/o Pitam Singh, committed a daring robbery, at 
the point of a revolver at the shop of ono Shital Prasad 
in Banaras City relieving him of cash amounting to Rs. 456. 

Hoad Constable Hari Ram, who happened to be in the 
locality, saw the accused running away and pursued him 
with a constable and another person. Ram Singh, vhero- 
upon, fired three shots in quick succession towards Head 
Constable Hari Ram who, however, kept on pursuing his 
quarry and finally succeeded in arresting him together 
with tho revolver which on examination was found to siill 
contain three live cartridges. 

In the abovo encounter Head Constable Hari Ilam 
showed conspicuous gallantry and an utter disregard lor 
his life. 

HI. Name of the Officer and Hank . — Arjun Singh, 
officiating Deputy Superintendent of Police, Kanpur. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has bee 21 
awarded.— Thy City Magistrate ol Kanpur, and Arjun 
Singh, Deputy Superintendent of City Police laid a T rup 
for tho arrest of Sub- Inspector Shamsham Ali who was 
reported to be demanding a bribe from a certnin person. 
As soon as money had passed, these officers, who had 
been lying in wait, advanced to arrest tho Sub-Inspector, 
whereupon the latter bolted tho door bom inside. Shri 
Arjun Singh succeeded in foreng open the door but the 
Sub-Inspector threatened to shoot h m and actually 
pressed the trigger of his revolver winch fortunately struck 
against a vacant chamber. Arjun Singh did not give the 
Sub-Inspector chance to fire again and pounced upon him 
and snatched the loaded revolver from his hands. He 
showed great courage and presence of mind.
